BYE-LAWS. 

1. Short title. — These bye-laws may be called "The 
Khas Yol Cantonment Regulation or Prohibition of 
the use or occupation of any street or public places by 
itinerant vendors or by other persons (Amendment) 
Bye-laws, 1972. 

2. Commencement — These bye-laws shall come in 
force with immediate effect. 

3. Amendment. — Bye-law 3. is deleted and the follow- 
ing bye-law shall be substituted, namely: 

‘'3. The following fees shall be charged for the use 
or occupation by any person for any portion 
-of any street or public place within Canton- 
ment limits for which permission has been 
granted under bye-law 1:— 

For area up to 25 Rs. 5 per mensem or 

square metres. portion thereof. 

For additional 10 square Rs. 3 per mensem 

metres or portion thereof. or portion thereof.”

S.R.O. 85.— In exercise of the powers conferred by 
the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the Presi- 
dent hereby makes the following rules regulating the 
method of recruitment to Class III non-gazetted post 
of Mess Supervisor in the Corps of Signals under the 
Ministry of Defence, namely: — 

1. Short title ana commencement. — (1) These rules 
may be called the Corps of Signals (Mess Supervisor) 
Recruitment Rules, 1971. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the post 
as specified in column 1 of the Scneduled annexed 
hereto. 

3. Number, Classification and Scale of pay.—' Phe 

number of post, its classification and the scale of pay 
attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 
4 of ihe said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit, Qualifications 

etc. — The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifica- 
tions and other matter connected therewith shall be 
as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule afore- 
said; 

Provided that the upper age-limit prescribed for 
direct recruitment may be relaxed in the case of candi- 
dates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled 
Tribes and other special categories of persons In accor- 
dance with the orders issued by the Central Govern- 
ment from time to time. 

5. Disqualifications.- — No person — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage 
with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into 
or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the above 
post; 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satis- 
fied that such marriage is permissible under the perso- 
nal law applicable to such person and the other party 
to the marriage and there are other grounds for so 
doing, exempt any person from the operation of this 
rule. 

.6 Power to relax. — Where the Central Government 

is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, 
It may, by Order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, 
relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect 
to any class or category of persons,

— The following bye-laws made by the 
Cantonment Board, Dinapore, in exercise of the powers 
conferred by clauses (32), (33) and (34) Of section 282 
read with section 283 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 
(2 of 1924) and In supersession of the notification of 
the Government of Bihar and Orissa No. 4316-P dated 
the 11th November, 1935, are hereby published for 
general Information, the same having been previously 
published and having been approved and confirmed 
by the Central Government, as required by sub-section 
(1) of section 284 of the said Act, namely: — 

1. Short title and commencement.— (1) These Bye- 
laws may be called The Dinapore Cantonment (Regula- 
tion and Control of Water-Supply) Bye-laws, 1972. 

(2) They shall come Into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Prevention of misuse of water.— No person shall 
bathe or wash any animal, clothes, wool, leather, skin, 
utensils or any other thing at any public stand post 
or hydrant or use such water for building purposes or 
otherwise wilfully cause a waste thereof. 

3. Authorised persons to operate Installations. — No 

person other than a person duly authorised by the 
Cantonment Board, Dinapore (hereinafter referred to 
as the Board) shall open, or in any way interfere with, 
any pipe, valve, plug or other fitting belonging to It or 
appertaining to any public installation other than a 
tap for drawing water, 

4. Prevention of damage to tap, stand post or 
hydrant. — No person shall tamper with any water tap, 
public stand post, or hydrant belonging to the Board 
so as to cause any damage to mechanism or working 
of such tap, stand post or hydrant. 

5. Prevention of wastage. — No person shall wilfully 
waste or cause of allow to be wasted any water from 
any pipe, public stand post, hydrant, valve or fitting. 

6. Mode of carrying water from , public stand post, 
cite, — The water from a public stand post or hydrant 
shall be collected in clean vessels or utensils. 

7. Permission to connect building or land with public 
water mains. — The Board may, subject to the provisions 
contained in Chapter XIII of the Cantonments Act, 
1924 (hereinafter referred to as the said Act), permit 
the owner, lessee or occupier of any building or land 
to connect such building or land with the public water- 
supply mains for domestic use or for commercial pur- 
poses: 

Provided that If a building has been assessed tenn- 
ment-wlse under section 77 of the said Act any other 
occupier may also be permitted to connect the building 
to the Cantonment Supply Mains. 

8. Cantonment Board to lay water supply mains or 
to give connection. — (1) The Board may lay water son- 
ply distribution mains in such streets or 'places In the 


Cantonment as It may consider necessary and give 
connection either for non-domestic or commercial pur- 
poses to such places, buildings, lands or premises In 
such Cantonment as it may consider reasonable keep- 
ing in view the Interests of efficient and economic 
water supply. 

(2) The decision of the Board on the matters re- 
ferred to in sub-regulation (1) shall be final. 

9. Manner of application for supply of water.— (1) 

An application for the supply, of water shall be made 
In writing by the owner, lessee or occupier of the build- 
ing or land in the Form annexed to these bye-laws 
along with a plan (In duplicate) of the building, drawn 
by an approved draftsman on a scale of not less than 
one meter to 1 cm., showing clearly In red the lines of 
all fittings proposed to be laid and fixed, 

(2) The plan shall also give the size of ferrule, 
connection pipes, cistern and number of taps. 

(3) The work In connection with such supply shall 
not be started unless the applicant has deposited before 
such date as may be fixed with the Executive Officer 
such estimated cost of expenditure which shall include 
cost of road-cutting and re-instatement charges. 

(4) The estimated cost of expenditure referred to 
In sub-regulation (3) shall also include supervision 
charges at the rate of 10 percent of the actual cost of 
work. 

10 . Application to be accompanied by connection 

fee. — An application under bye-law 9 shall be accom- 
panied by a connection fee of ten rupees. 

11. Service connection for a dwelling to be on ferrule 
rate system and penalty for misuse. — A house service 
connection for a dwelling in which water is consumed 
for domestic purpose may be permitted on the ferrule 
rate system, by the Board, but where the Board has 
reason to believe that the water, supplied for domestic 
purpose, is likely to be used for non-domestic or com- 
mercial purposes, it may, after giving previous notice 
and reasonable opportunity to the defaulter to show 
f-ause, impose penalty In accordance with the provisions 
of section 226 of the said Act and also require the 
owner, lessee or occupier to execute an agreement 
under section 222 of the said Act for the payment of 
such water as the rates specified in bye-law 12 for non- 
domestic or commercial purposes and on his failure 
to do so, the Executive Officer shall have the power to 
disconnect the water connection of the defaulter. 

12. Rates of supply.— All service connections, whether 
domestic, non-domestic or commercial, including con- 
nections existing at the time of commencement of 
these bye-laws shall be charged at . the rate specified 
in the Table below on ferrule rate system dependin'? 
upon the size of bore in ferrule provided on the basis 
of valuation of the holding,

(a) the size of ferrule may be increased by the 
Board In certain cases on the basis of the area, 
locality, pressure of water, situation of hold- 
ing and on payment ot such additional charges 
as may be fixed by it, not exceeding the rate 
specified above; 

(b) in no case lesser size of ferrule than that 
provided on the basis of valuation of the hold- 
ing shall be allowed. 

13. Previous permission to he obtained for connec- 
tion.— (1) No, connection with water works of the 
Board shall be made, renewed, altered or extended, 
ex<#pt- under the authority of the Executive Officer in 
writing and on the furnishing of a certificate under 
bye-law 15. 

(2) The consumer shall not renew, alter or extend 
the connection within or without his house except with 
the previous permission in writing of the Executive 
Officer. 

14. Provision . of communication pipes and fltlings at 
the cost of consumer. — Communication pipes ana fit- 
tings required lor providing house service connection 
inside the premises shall be provided by the consumer 
at his cost and no material which is either not approved 
by the Executive Officer or which does not comorm to 
the standard specifications laid down by the Executive 
Officer shall be used. 

15. Laying and supply of pipes and fittings by autho- 
rised plumber. — All communication pipes and fittings 
shall be supplied and laid by a plumber licensed by the 
Cantonment Board under the supervision of the Exe- 
cutive Officer or any person duly authorised by him in 
this behalf who shall give a certificate to the effect 
that the communication pipes and fittings have been 
supplied and laid and the work executed in satisfactory 
manner and that sufficient arrangements have been 
made for draining of waste water. 

16. Withdrawal or curtailment of water supply — 

The Board may withdraw the supply of water or cur- 
tail the quantity thereof when it appears necessary to 
do so for the purpose of maintaining sufficient supply 
of water for domestic use by inhabitants of the Can- 
tonment or on account of any accident, drought, or 
other unavoidable cause. 

17. Power of entry, inspection etc. — The Executive 
Officer or any person duly authorised by him in this 
behalf may, after giving reasonable notice to the owner, 
lessee or occupier of a house or premises supplied with 
water by the Contonment Board and subject to the 
provisions of section 224 of the said Act, enter into 
such house or premises in order to inspect any misuse 
of water or to test such water for contamination. 

1$. Reasonable facilities for inspection to be afford- 
ed. — (1) Every owner, lessee or occupier shall afford 
all reasonable facilities for inspection by the Executive 
Officer or a person duly authorised by him, 

(2) Where any obstruction is caused in such inspec- 
tion, the owner, lessee or occupier may be penalised 
by bia water-supply being cut off. 

19. Recovery of water charges from owner of pro- 
perty. — On failure to recover the water charges from 
the occupier (consumer) who is primarily responsible 
for the payment of water charges, recovery may be 
made from the owner of the building or land. 

20. Deposit of charge* for consumption and manner 
of payment of monthly bill for water consumed. — (1) 
All consumers of water-supply shall deposit with the 
Cantonment Board an advance of an amount equivalent 
to the charges for consumption for three months. 


(2) The bill for the advance water charges shall be 
issued quarterly while the bill for the monthly charges 
for the water supplied shall be payable on or before 
the 15th of the month following the one to which the 
consumption relates, 

(3) If there is any default in the payment of water 
charges, consecutively for three months, the amount 
payable for the period shall be deducted irom the 
amount held in deposit and the water connection shall 
be cut off after giving one week’s notice. 

(4) If the consumer makes good the deposit within 
the notice period of one week, the water supply may 
be continued. 

21. Level of taps.- — No tap shall be less than one 
meter above the ground level, 

22. Specification of storage tanks.— (1) A storage 
tank of the capacity of not more than 700 litres may 
be allowed by the Cantonment Board on payment of 
twenty-five rupees. 

(2) A tank of a larger size may be allowed by the 
Cantonment Board in certain cases where the consump- 
tion is proved to be of a larger quantity or for any 
other reason considered sufficient by the Board. 

23. Penalty. — If a person contravenes any of the 
provisions of these bye-laws, he shall be punishable 
with a fine which may extend to fifty rupees and where 
the contravention is a continuous one with an adm- 
tional fine which may extend to ten rupees for every 
day during which such contravention continues after 
conviction for the first such contravention.
